Teed, Mayor Workman comes down to 
business as follows: 
STREETS AND HIGHWAYS. 

There is no matter of so much importance 
to a city as its streets and highways. It is 
extremely gratifying to note that during the 

year much work has been done in the 
way of ing, paving and opening streets, 
and I sincerely trust that your honorable 
body may emulate your predecessors in this 
respect. Contracts have been m for pav- 
ing Main street from Alameda to * inth, and 
Spring street from Temple to Ninth, and 
the work is well under way. Owing to, 
want of material, particularly cement, the 
work has not progressed as rapidly as could 
be desired. Such as has been com leted, 
however, is very satisfactory, especially the 
portion paved with bituminous rock. In 
all paving to be ordered in the future 1 
would recommend that bituminous rock be 
used. I would recommend that First street 
be paved with bituminous rock on a con- 
crete foundation nine inches thick, from 
Fort street to the 1% Angeles River; that 
Second and Third streets te paved from 
Fort street to Los Angeles; that Requena 
street be paved from Main to Los Angeles; 
that Commercial street be paved from Main 
to Alameda, and that Arcadia street be 
paved. 1 would recommend that on all 
streets where the traffic is heavy a concrete 


- foundation nine inches thick be used. 


During the year more streets have been 
ed and ned than in the whole past 
; — of t ity, and this good work 
should be continued. We will now have to 
proceed under the Vrooman Act, but as the 
opening or grading of a street very much 
enhances the value of adjoining property, 
— should —1 Willing to pay the in- 
creased ussesmen 
In the improvement of the approaches 
and main avenues leading to the city, we 
should assist from the City Treasury. We 
should take a pride in having smooth, level 
drives, and in chis connection 1 would par- 
ticularly recommend that we lend every as- 
sistance to the proposed boulev between 
this city and Santa Monica. 
OPENING OF STREETS. 

During the past year the work of opening 
and widening strects has steadily 
sed. The City Attorney assures me that all 
obstructions to the opening of Los Angeles 

street have been removed and all differences 
assess- 
ments, which were ineconsiderable, have 
been paid, this important thoroughfare will 
be opened—possibly within one month. 
Main street, formerly Bath street, has been 
opened to the Kurhts-street bridge, and is in 
good order. Ninth street has been opened 
to the eastern city limits. First street has 
been widened from Alameda street to the 
river, and I would urge upon your honor- 
able body to use every endeavor to have 
this street widened Main street to 
Alameda street. 

STREET SPRINKLING. 

The question of street sprinkling is a 
very important one. Nothing is so calcu- 
lated to impress the visitor or to conduce to 
the comfort and health of the citi- 
zens as well-sprinkled streets. 
am glad to sta 
six months, the street-sprinkling service 
has been in the main satisfactory. In let- 
ting a new contract, I would suggest that 
the contractor be required to procure new

I would call your attention to the plans 
and estimates furnished by City Surveyor 
Eaton, and indorsed, with slight modifica- 


tions, by a board of resident engineers. 
Should this plan be approved by your hon- 
orable body, the right of way should be 
peruse forthwith, as the first step, and 

e work prosecuted without unneeessary 

delay. 
LEVEES. 

The people residing on the west side of 
the river are now almost entirely relieved 
from danger of floods bv the construction 
by the Santa Fé Company, with the aid of 
the city, of a substantial levee, and [ trust 
that, before the floods come, the levee will 
be completely finished. 

The construction of the levee on the east 
side is progressing favorably, and 1 would 
recommend that the city assist the property- 
holders in its cempletion. There is a strong 
probability of the Salt Lake and Los An- 
geles road being built down the east side 
of the river, and in that case every dollar 
expended by the city will be repaid to the 
treasury by the railroad company. The 
building of the levee on the west side has 
rendered more precarious the condition of 
property on the east side, and the matter 
should receive your attention. 

PARKS. 


During the past year there has been a 
marked improvement in the appearance of 


our city parks, and this is as it should be. 


Nothing tends to beautify a city so much as 


well arranged and nicely kept parks, and in 
this climate, where vegetation is se luxu- 
rian? and so varied, we should have the 
most magnificent parks in the world. I sin- 
eerely trust that some new member will em- 
ulate the example of Mr. Breed, late chair- 
man of the Committee on Parks, and con- 
tinue the splendid work inaugurated by that 
gentleman. | 

There has been much work done on the

CITY MALL. 
The contract for the building of the new 
City Hall on Fort street, between Second 
and Third streets, has been let to Mr. John 
Hanlon at a cost of $208,000, This will be 
an imposing and beautiful structure, an 
ornament and credit tothe city, and will 
also save a considerable sum each year 
which is now paid as rental for city offices. 
It is to be hoped that your Building Com- 
mittee will pay particular attention to th 
structure, 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
This branch of the city government is in 
good working order, and, by the addition 
ofanew engine which has been ordered 
by the Council, will be considerably 
strengthened. There have been several 
disastrous fires of late, but the dire results 
of these conflagrations cannot be attributed 
to the fire department, but to the lack 
of water supply. ‘The mains of the 
City Water Company are too small 
to carry an adequate supply of water 
jor use at fires of magnitude, and 
also understand that, on several 
occasions, when the engines have been con- 
nected with the hydrants, it was found that 
the water had been shut off, and the firemen 
were tor the time rendered powerless. This 
isan evil which should be remedied, and 
the Council should carefully investigate the 
matter. The City Water Company is at 
resent laying a 22-inch main down Buena 
Vista street, which will have the effect of 
increasing the suppl. of water. I would 
recommend a material increase in the num- 


s insufficient for the needs of this city. The 
Richmond fire-alarm system has proven tar 
from satisfactory, but the company has en- 
tered into a new contract, agreeing to put 
in the latest improvements, and better re- 
sults are looked for, If tne system does not 
work better and is not acceptable, the city

of the legality ot these bonds. Several good 
lawyers of this city and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State have declared the bonds 
perfectly legal, and there seems to be no 
reason why they should not be readily sold. 
More schoolhouses and schoolrooms are a 
positive necessity, and every effort in that 
direction should be made by your body. 
There should also be a greater number of 
teachers, and the salaries of those engaged 
in the laudable — of instructing the 
future generation should be increased. We 
have an excellent and careful Board of Edu- 
cation, and suggestions emanating from it 
carefully . by the Council, should be 
and all possible ce rendered. 

CITY WATER. 

We are blessed with an abundance of 
water in Los Angeles, but the condition of 
some of it when it comes to the houses for 
domestic use is the reverse of tempting. I 
would recommend that the various water 
companies as the Citizens’ Water 
Company is doing, a system of filteration. 
I would also recommend the piping of the 
water belonging to the city as much as 
* The necessity of irrigation within 

city limits does not now exist to any 
great extent, as most of the vineyards and 
orchards have been subdivided and made 
into residence sites for our rapidly-increas- 
ing population. e have water enough

I would recommend that steps be taken 
by your body to have the grade of First 
street established west of Fort, and the 
street graded and cut through -the hill, 
which now effectually blocks up the street. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 

As we will now have to proceed in the 
matter of opening and grading streets under 
the Vrooman Act, and the work of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets will be more than 
double, | would recommend that you create 
Se the office of assistant to the 
Street Superintendent. It will be in ible 
for the Superintendent to do both the out- 
door and clerical work of the office, and an 
assistant is imperatively necessary. 

SALOON RESTRICTION, 

Beyond a doubt, there exists in this city 

at‘the present time a class of drinking 


to those engaged in the legitimate liquor 
trade. High license has had a yood effect 
in that it has increased the revenue of the 
city to a considerable extent, and while i¢ 
should not be disturbed, it has not had the 
effect of ridding the city of the low dives 
and dens. e Police Commission, of 
which lam a member, must, and I know 
will, scrutinize carefully every application 
for a license, and reject those which are 
found to be presented by persons of doubt- 
ful reputation. In my opinion, the licenses 
of those whose houses prove to be disorderly 
should not alone be revoked, but every 
saloon-keeper who knowingly sells liquor 
to minors or to drunken men should be dis- 

of his license and his place closed 
up. I believe that the better class of men 
engaged in the business of liquor-selling 
desire to see proper restrictions thrown 
around their business, feeling that they 
cannot but be benefited thereby. 

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

For the financial condition of the city I 
would refer youto the Auditor’s report, 
which will be presented ina few days. 1 
will merely remark that during the year the 
receipts were $1,324,101.96, and the expendi-

mula, and years of studious effort ure 
required to fit the theologian, the jurist 
and the physician for the practice of 
their callings. The mind must neces- 
sarily be trained in certain directions, 
and particular fLacilties exercised to a 
greater or less degreein order to create 
a bent in the direction desired. 

The intelligent world recognizes the 
desirability and fitness of this special 
training,. and the more complete and 
thorough the education, the more con- 
fidence, other things being equal, have 
we in the capabilities of those thus 
prepared for their life work. 

And not less essential do we con- 
sider a careful training in all the 
departments of skilled labor. Hand 
and eye aid brain must be educated to 
work together. The dull laborer, 
whose hand is the principal agent of 
his activity, never aceomplishes any 
really praiseworthy results. He is 
hardly more than a senseless machine, 
working mechanically, always in the 
same narrow groove, always with the 
same results. Educational fitness we 
discover then to be an essential sup- 
plement to a watural fitness for any 
calling. Education is the drawing-out 
process which tends to the quickening 
and enlargement of our faculties. 

Yet among the thousands of readers 
of metropolitan journals how many 
there are who feel that-they would like 
to teach the editor just how to run his 
paper.. The majority of men believe 
that they know just how it ought to be 
done. They find something in one 
issue that does not accord with their 
sentiments; something in another that 
some of their neighbors condemn, and 
still again something that is not fully 
in keeping with general public senti- 
ment. They would teach the 
chief of that paper how to avoid 
should elicit only universal praise 
and commendation. They forget the 
long years of preparation that are 
necessary for this profession—the 
training of eye and of ear; the develop- 
ment of cool, dispassionate judgment; 
the quickness to feel the popular need; 
the determination and purpose which 
must give courage in face of oppo- 
sition; the devotion to public good 
which must be made paramount to sel- 
fish considerations, the necessity for 
keeping a steady hand upon the public 
pulse in order te understand the popu- 
lar demands; the importance of keep- 
ing abreast with progress; the moral 
courage essential for attacking public 
wrong, exposing fraud and preventing 
evil; the ability to weigh well the 
truth and to utter it boldly, even 
in face of the accepted fact that its 
utterance must offend some—that all 
of these things enter into and form a 
part of the education of the honest, 
conscientious and successful journalist. 

There is no one freld in which a man

But he may so write and so conduct 
his paper that the public will aceerd to 
him integrity of purpose, even when his 
judgment is considered at fault.

SAN Fnaxcisco, Dec. 2.—[Special.} A 
band of highbinders made a raid on a meet- 
ing of Chinese cigarmakers last night and 
dared the latter to battle with them. On 
their refnsal the leader of the highbinders, 
with several chosen follwers, sprang upon a 
‘Chinaman and threw him to the ground, 
clubbed him, kicked him and juntped on 
him. His friends went to the rescue, and 
this seemed to be exactly what the intrud- 
ers wished, for knives, clubs, razors, pistols 
and slungshots were drawn by them and 
used with effect on their opponents. A gen- 
eral scattering followed, for the cigarmak- 
ers were, for the most part, unarmed. They 
crawled out through windows and every 
available exit, and reached the street only 
to meet retainers of the highbinders. The 
yells of the unfortunates brought their 
friends to their assistance and a general 
riot ensued. Dupont street. between Sacra- 
mento and Clay, was filled tha surging 
mas@of struggling heatnens. The clubs 
and knives of the highbinders were met 
with crowbars and heavy billets of wood in 
the hands of the cigarmakers’ allies. 
Outsiders now began te blow their police 
whistles vigorously, and Officer Conboy, 
Sergeant Spillane, Officers Jaine, Shea, 
Flannery and Detective Devitt quickly 
came onthe scene and charged the crowd 
with their clubs. The heathens gave them 
hard battle. The officers, however, suc- 
ceeded in gaining enirance tu the hall, and 
in less than 20 minutes had cleared the 
room. They followed up the highbinders 
and drove them from the street, and half an 
hour aftet the riot started all was quiet as 
the grave in Chinatown. There were a few 
broken heads among the Chinese, but the 
officers escaped with but few injuries. N 
arrests were made.
